The purpose of the hearing is to receive public comments regarding: 

 

• OAM2022-000715 – Public Hearing on Drafted Dark Sky Ordinance. Emigration Canyon 

Planning Commission will be holding a public hearing to hear public comments on recommended 

amendments to the Emigration Canyon Municipal Code: 19.73.110 Night Lighting. The proposed 

ordinance language updates will update the existing language within the Municipal Code as a 

subsection of the current Chapter 19.73 Foothills and Canyons Site Development and Design 

Standards. Addressing Night Lighting Standards was identified as an action item from the 2021 

Emigration Canyon General Plan. They are intended to help maintain the rural atmosphere and 

community character of the Metro Township, protect ecological conditions and nocturnal wildlife 

within the Metro Township, maintain nighttime safety, utility, and security, and encourage lighting 

practices that promote energy conservation.
